Supervisors hear 
about takeover 
of Lompoc Airport 


Peace Corps volunteers freed 


The Board of Supervisors was 
slated to receive a report today on 
the county’s emergency “takeover” 
of operations at the Lompoc County 
Airport late Thursday. 
Public Works Director Norman 
Caldwell, who is the county airport 
manager under ordinance, said it is 
likely the board will be asked to set 
up plans to name a new fixed base 
operator at the airport. 
Lompoc Flight Service, which has 
been the fixed base operator, has 
defaulted on its county agreement, 
Caldwell 
said, 
leading 
to 
the 
county’s action in taking over all 
airport operations. 
County authorities rushed to the 
airport Thursday “to make sure 
county buildings and property didn’t 
get locked up” by the Internal 
Revenue 
Service, 
according 
to 
Caldwell. 
He said there was expectation the 
IRS was ready to impound the 
assets of the flying service for 
default of federal taxes. It was 
reported the default might involve 
$15,000 or more. 
The county has put employes of 
the flight service on the county 
payroll 
to 
keep 
the airport 
operating. It has a charter plane 
service, rents planes, and conducts 
a flying school and mechanic shop, 
in addition to providing facilities for 
scores of pilots with small private 
planes. 
Resent death of Bill Riggs, who 
with his wife were chief owners of 
the 
flight 
service, 
led 
to the 


emergency situation. 
The county acted 
quickly 
to 
protect not only its own holdings at 
the county-owned airport, but also 
to 
protect 
from 
impoundment 
planes of persons hangered at the 
airport. 
County Auditor-Controller Paul 
Floyd ordered an audit of flight 
service 
records 
to 
determine 
position of the company with regard 
to money owed the county. It was 
believed the flight service payments 
to the county were virtually current. 
The county takeover at this time 
means the county, rather than the 
fixed base operator, will be “taking 
in the revenues and paying the 
bills,” said Caldwell. 
Caldwell said the County Airport 
Committee also will be called into 
session soon to discuss the situation. 
The chairman is George Miller, of 
Lompoc. 
The Lompoc Airport emergency 
resulted in a number of county 
officials hastily leaving their Santa 
Barbara 
offices 
for 
Lompoc 
Thursday. Many returned Friday as 
the county audit continued. County 
Counsel George Kading spent most 
of the two days on the scene, as* did 
Floyd and Assistant Public Works 
Director Paul Price. Caldwell left 
Price at the airport to represent him 
as airport manager. 
The Lompoc Airport is one of two 
county-owned airports. The other is 
at Santa Ynez, which also has a 
fixed base operator under county 
contract. 
County checking into 
legality of quarry

looking into the legality of a rock 
excavation operation eight miles 
south 
of 
Lompoc 
within 
the 
protected scenic corridor straddling 
the Cabrillo Highway, a state- 
designated scenic route. 
Henry Antolini and Son, Santa 
Maria stone dealers, have been 
“ ripping” and removing surface 
limestone from a parcel of the San 
Julian Ranch, bordering the scenic 
highway. 
Legal 
in other 
respects, 
the 
excavation may violate the scenic 
corridor restrictions with respect to 
a hillside south of mile post 12 where 
the plow scars and earth mounds of 
the operations are visible from the 
highway. 
“ In areas (of the corridor) where 
it’s not visible, he doesn’t have any 
problem, ” Carl Kraemer, assistant 
county 
planning 
director, 
said 
today. “ Any work visible from the 
highway, of course, is subject to the 
zoning restrictions of the scenic 
route.”

“quarries or borrow pits unless fully 
screened.” But whether the county 
will quell or allow the excavation in 
the visible area to continue may be 
decided on a semantic nuance. 
If, as Antolini describes, the 
operation is no more damaging than 
the permitted farm plowing or 
harrowing, it may be allowed to 
continue, Kraemer said. 
Part of this determination has to 
do with the depth of the plowing. 
Farm plows penetrate a maximum 
of 18 inches, Kraemer said.

equipment removes up to two feet of 
topsoil. 


“If it’s actually an excavation 
operation, we have a problem,” 
Kraemer said. He added though, 
that the difference between the two 
is “up in the air.”

Robert C. 
Lilley 
reflected 
this 
morning. 
“ On 
permits, though, the ordinance is 
fairly specific about that. Before 
you do anything in that corridor, 
you re 
supposed 
to 
secure 
a 
permit.” 


Antolini has said that he did not

They left aboard an East African 
Airways VC10 at 7 p.m. (NoonEDT) 
to continue the flight to Kinshasha, 
capital of the former Belgian Congo 
that changed its name to Zaire. 
Their 
departure 
was 
delayed 
several hours when the VC10 did not 
leave Entebbe on schedule. 


Uganda Radio today broadcast a 
speech by Amin thanking General 
Mobutu “ for his message which 
cleared up the situation ” 


Amin, 
already 
embroiled 
in 
several serious diplomatic disputes 
with the United States, seized the 
Americans Saturday after their 
British charter flight landed in 
Uganda to refuel. They had taken off 
to continue the flight to Zaire, the 
former 
Belgian 
Congo, 
but 
he 
ordered it to return and threatened 
to send up his tiny air force if the 
plane did not land again. 


The broadcast of Amin’s speech 
said that “ in the future. East 
African Airways authorities should 


make sure flights such as Saturday’s 
are cleared.” Another East African 
Airways plane was sent today to the 
Ugandan capital of Kampala to pick 
up the Americans. 
The Kampala radio broadcast said 
President 
Julius 
Kambarage 
Nyerere of Tanzania would conduct 
an investigation into the matter 
which was only cleared up when 
Mobutu intervened on behalf of the 
Americans.

Amin’s action in the Uganda 
capital of Kampala was announced 
here by U.S. embassy spokesman 
Gary Morley. U.S. diplomats and 
the

D epartm ent 
had 
interceded in their behalf since the 


mercurial Anun forced them to land 
in Kampala on Sunday.

He appeared in good spirits and 
chatted

with 
reporters, 
although he said little of substance. 
Asked ,if his wife Martha would 
accompany him to the hearings 
Tuesday, Mitchell replied, “ Well, 
we'll have to wait and see ” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Co - 
gressional 
investigators 
today 
blamed the massive sale of U. S. 
wheat to the Soviet Union last year 
for the current high price of food for 
Americans, 
but 
excused 
the 
administration for making the deal. 
The General Accounting Office 
(GAO), the investigative arm of 
Congress, said that the Agriculture 
Department did a poor job of 
arranging 
the 
sale, 
that 
large 
companies made excessive profits 
from it and that the government 
paid $300 million in unnecessary 
subsidies 
While criticizing the way the deal 
was handled, the GAO said it 
benefited the U. S. balance of 
payments, increased farm income, 
reduced surplus wheat stocks and 
put 
idle 
acreage 
back 
into 
production 
President Nixon announced the 
signing of the agreement July 8, 
1972, to sell to the Soviet Union $750 
million worth of domestic wheat 
over a three-year period 
The result of the Russian wheat 
sale, 
the GAO said, was that 
consumer costs for bread and flour- 
based products, beef, pork, poultry, 
eggs and dairy products increased 
sharply because of higher costs for 
feedgrains 
and 
transportation 
facilities were severely disrupted 
“ with attendent higher costs and 
shortages or delays in delivering 
certain supplies.” 
The GAO report noted that 440 
million bushels of wheat worth $700 
million was sold by grain dealers in 
the first two months after the 
announcement. 


“The large sales of U.S. wheat to 
Russia and other exports in the 
summer of 1972 caused a dramatic 
rise in the price of U. S wheat,” the 
report said. 


It said the price of wheat rose by 
nearly 50 per cent in those first two 
months after the deal and nearly 
doubled from $1 68 a bushel in July 
1972, to $3 this past May 


Since livestock and poultry depend 
on feed grains for their food, the 
increase in the price of wheat 
caused a proportional increase in 
the cost of meat and poultry, the 
GAO said 


The report said that weaknesses in 
the 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
management of its wheat export 
subsidy program caused it to pay 
$300 million in subsidies to wheat 
exporters when no subsidies need 
have been paid.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Deputy 
Treasury 
Secretary 
William 
E. 
Simon said emphatically today the 
administration has ruled out any 
possibility of gasoline rationing to 
meet the current shortage. 
Simon’s statement, his strongest 
on the subject, came amid reports 
that President Nixon’s Phase IV 
economic may include a rollback in 
prices 
for 
gasoline 
and 
other 
petroleum products. 
Asked about persistent rumors 
that 
the 
ad m in istratio n 
is 
considering a program of gasoline 


rationing, Simon said “ absolutely 
not.” 
“ I absolutely do not consider 
rationing even possible,” he said 
“ We have a voluntary allocation 
system in place now that I believe is 
doing the job.” 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, DWash., 
said Congress must take a “very 
hard look 
at the possibility of 
breaking up functions of big oil 
companies. 
Jackson made the statement at a 
news 
c o n fe re n c e 
follow ing 
disclosure of a government report 


suggesting that the structure of the 
industry 
had 
a 
major 
role 
in 
creating 
the 
gasoline 
shortage. 


Jackson said a two-year study by the 
staff 
of 
the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
(FTC) 
“ indicates 
clearly that vertical integration, 
concentration and market control 
had an important role in creating 
the shortage ” 


“The report concludes,” Jackson 
said, “that it is essential that the 
nation must develop a program to 
ensure fair competition, and implies 


that this program may require 
divesture of major oil company 
pipelines and refineries ” 


“The report also says that the 
major oil companies are indeed 
using the shortage to eliminate 
competition and to increase their 
relative shares in all three sectors 
of 
the 
industry 
—production, 
refining and marketing ’ 


The FTC delivered the report to 
Jackson 
late last 
week at his 
request.

Budget problems 


Of more than passing interest to property owners 
throughout the state, should be the current budgetary 
problems being experienced by the Sacramento County 
Supervisors. 
This esteemed body has suddenly come face to face with 
a fact of life known to every wage earner and most other 
citizens Simply stated, it is'the axiom that you can’t spend 
more than you earn 
The thing is, those charged with the responsibility of 
running government, at all levels, do not often come fac e to 
face with the necessity of obserivng the rule They usually 
can increase their capacity to spend by socking it to thé 
taxpayers to meet their expenditures 
So, if there was one thing worthwhile produced by the so- 
called “tax reform" passed by the legislature last year it 
was the burb on local property taxes imposed by the bill. 
Tax reform has been bandied about by the legislature for 
years. Like the weather, everyone talked about it but 
nobody ever did anything about it. At least not in the last 
four decades. But iate last year, after all kinds of bitter 
arguments, compromises, gamesmanship maneuvering 
and arm twisting, there was passed what some of the more 
ambitious leaders chose to call a “ tax reform. ’’ 
It was really a tax shift with the state assuming a greater 
role in school financing and agreeing to provide more funds 
for local government in return for larger property tax 
exemptions on homes To finance this largesse, state taxes, 
mostly the sales tax, were upped 
One of the big hangups during the two years of squabbling 
over the measure was the issue of imposing a property tax 
limitation on local government Sneaker Boh Mnrptti'who 
posed as the Messiah of tax relief, was perfectty willing to 
raise state taxes to subsidize local government but balked 
at limiting their ability to continue tne spiraling of property 
taxes. 
Governor Reagan, however, having been once bitten was 
twice shy He approved increased state support for local 
governments early in his first term only to see me intended 
savings for property owners quickly eroded by expanded 
spending. He nung tough for controls and ultimately 
prevailed Moretti, anxious to claim credit for increasing 
state aid to local schools and other local government, cavea 
in when he was forced to the conclusion that Reagan really 
had “his feet in concrete on this issue 
Sacramento County 
in 
its budget preparations 
is 
discovering that it can't spend as much as it would like 
Despite federal revenue snaring, increased state support 
and what not{ it can t meet its proposed budget This 
because it can t raise property tax rates Too bad All that s 
left to do now is trim its spending It is almost a conclusive 
presumption that most otner local governmental agencies 
around the state are facing the same truth Thanks to 
Governor Reagan 
The whole thing points out very well what has been 
happeninjg in local government and to the property owners. 
Nobody has been trying very hard to keep thé budgets 
down. 
Sacramento County is in its dilemma despite a fortuitous 
25 percent reduction of its employes as a result of a state 
takeover of the county hospital And also despite increased 
revenues resulting from new construction and property 
value reassessments 


This latter will always serve to up the property owners 
tax bill even with the ceiling on tax rates As the Governor 
will learn, his noble efforts on behalf of property owners 
will continue to be partly undermined until someone figures 
a way to hold the line on valuations as well as rates, or an 
alternative such as separate treatment of single residence 
property is invoked

We deplore the recent incidents of sterilization, an 
irreversible operation, of teenage girls in Montgomery

Noting that the issues involved in the sterilization 
incidents were now before the courts, the groups said that 
“it is clear that neither federal nor state law and 
regulations took adequate cognizance of the difficult issues 
involved...” 


The Alabama case thrust the issue into prominence when 
the father of two teen-age black girls filed a $1 million 
damage suit against the government for the alleged 
involuntary sterilization of his daughters

Roaers sians U.S.-Czech pact 
crackdown 
senator not satisfied

PRAGUE (UPI) — Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
signed a new U.S.-Czech consular agreement today that his 
hosts called the first step towards contacts on other 
matters. 
Rogers also described the agreement as a “ very signifi­ 
cant step" in improving relations between the two 
countries. 
Rogers and Foreign Minister Bohuslav Chnoupek 
formally signed the agreement, the first of its kind between 
the United States and Czechoslovakia. 
Rogers arrived Sunday from Helsinki to become the 
highest-ranking American to make an official visit to 
Czechoslovakia since World War II. 
In a late-night walk along the cobblestone streets of the 
old part of Prague, Rogers appeared relaxed and chatty. 
I hope this visit and the consular convention will open a 
new chapter in our relations,” Rogers told newsmen. 
Chnoupek said the agreement “ represents the first step 
to broader U.S.-Czech contacts in various spheres of life. ” 
The convention provides for an expansion of consular 


facilities on both sides and defines a specific time period in 
which consular officials must be allowed to get in touch 
with their nationals who have been detained by police in the 
other country. 
Rogers stayed up late with his host, Chnoupek, touring old 
drinking caverns and listening to gypsy music. 
Rogers and Chnoupek toasted each other with white wine 
in a 13th century wine cellar, the candle-lit “Golden Jug,” 
and laughed as gypsies played “ Oh Susanna” and “The 
Beer Barrel Polka” on their violins. 
At one stage during Rogers’ walk Sunday night, a young 
unidentified American woman walked up to him and said, 
“hey, who are you? You’ve got a very familiar face.” 
Secret Service men hustled her away, her question unan­ 
swered. 
Rogers also planned several other meetings into his 24- 
hour visit, among them talks with Premier Lubomir 
Strougal and with Gustav Husak, the Czech Communist 
party leader 
Formal talks also were planned with 
Chnoupek.

Rhodesian troops, big game hunters and 
trackers searched heavy jungle near the 
Mozambique border today for African 
guerrillas fleeing with 13 hostages they 
kidnapped three days ago from a Roman 
Catholic missionary school. 
The guerrillas originally seized 292 
African students and school employes from 
the remote school late Thursday, but most 
of the hostages subsequently escaped 
during clashes between pursuing troops 
and guerrillas. 
A government spokesman said troops 
lost contact with the guerrillas, but that 
they hoped to pick up the trail again today. 
The Rev. Egon Rojek, head of the St. 
Albert’s mission, which is run by West 


German Jesuits, said the guerrillas told 
teachers they wanted to train the students 
and the mission’s African workers to fight 
the white supremacist regime of Prime 
Minister Ian Smith. 
Rhodesia declared itself independent of 
Britain in 1965. Its white population is 
heavily outnumbered by blacks.

Nelson said his view is supported by a 
decision by U.S. District Court Judge 
Sylvester E. Ryan finding the practice of 
the drug firms in enforcing its two-price 
system a violation of the antitrust laws.

chairman 
of 
the 
monopoly 
subcommittee 
of 
the 
Senate 
Select 
Committee on Small Business, Nelson has 
conducted 
hearings 
on 
drug 
pricing 
practices over a period of five years. 
When on Sept. 29, 1972, he attacked the 
two-price system, he said, Eli Lilly & Co., 
issued a statement which cited variations 
in “wage rates, distribution costs, price 
and wage controls, taxes, import duties, 
revaluations of currency and sources of 


raw materials” as justifying different 
prices “from one marketplace to another.” 
But that explanation does not hold up in 
light of a Justice Department study, 
Nelson said. 
It found that “many American drug 
companies 
sell 
drugs 
to 
domestic 
wholesalers at different prices depending 
on where the dtoig is to be used,” he said. 
“If the domestic wholesaler.states that the 
drug will be shipped oversea's, his price 
may be a third to a half lower than if he 
were to sell it to domestic users. 
In view of that, he asked, “what happens 
to the drug industry’s glib explanations as 
to why they charge American consumers 
up to two or more times the prices they 
charge foreign consumers, in spite of the 
added transportation costs to ship drugs 
overseas?”

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (UPI) - Six 
congressmen viewed mountains of 48-inch 
pipe, talked with oilmen on a three-day 
tour, and then flew back to Washington 
Sunday ready to proceed with a bill 
authorizing a trans-Alaska oil pipeline. 
But in Rapid City, S.D., Gov. William G. 
Milliken urged the federal government to 
delay a final decision on the transAlaskan 
oil pipeline in favor of the trans-Canadian 
pipeline. Milliken said the oil is needed 
most—“east of the Rockies.” 
The lawmakers on tour in Alaska, 


members of the House Interior and Insular 
Affairs Committee, made stops along the 
800-mile route of the planned pipeline and 
gathered information for legislation in­ 
tended to remove obstacles that have 
delayed construction of the pipeline for 
three years.

Of the 70 
persons injured, six were listed in critical 
condition at hospitals in Phoenix and Las 


Vegas, Nev. 
Casson was one of five volunteer firemen 
killed in the explosion. They were fighting 
a fire on a tank car of propane gas when the 
tanker erupted, 
sending a monstrous 
fireball blooming throughout the area, 
engulfing businesses, a highway and a 
crowd of people. 
More funerals were scheduled for today 
and Tuesday. 
State and federal investigators were 
reassembling the wreckage of the tank car, 
parts of which were hurled for a quarter of 
a mile.

Second term flops 


Shortly before the Watergate revelations 
cast doubt on whether he would serve out 
his constitutionally and electorally alloted 
“four more years,” President Nixon 
suggested to Congress that it might 
favorably consider an amendment limiting 
future presidents to a single term of six 
years. 
There is at least one group still actively 
campaigning for repeal of the 22nd 
Amendment, which limits a President to 
two four-year terms ( or one term if he 
served more than two years of the term of 
some other person who had been elected 
president). 
It has been charged that the 22nd 
Amendment was passed by a Republican 
Congress in 1947 as a sort of postmortem 
revenge on Franklin D. Roosevelt, the only 
man to have been elected president more 
than twice. 
In the light of history since then, it may 
not be unreasonable to suggest that FDR’s 
successors, 
both 
Democratic 
and 
Republican, as well as the nation itself, 
might have been better served had 
Congress seen fit to limit each president to 
just one tour of duty — either the four 
years to which he was elected in his own 
right or, if he succeeded from the vice­ 
presidency, 
to 
the 
remaining 
term 
blighted in one way or another. 
First was Harry S. Truman, who 
between 1945 and 1948 presided over the 
conclusion of World War II, the rebuilding 
of Europe through the Marshall Plan and 
the thwarting of a Communist takeover in 
Greece. Then came the Berlin Blockade, 
Russia’s explosion of an atom bomb, 
influence peddling scandals in Washington 
and allegations of high-level treason, the

dismal war in Korea and its accompanying 
inflation. 
The second term of the immensely 
popular Dwight D. Eisenhower was pretty 
much four blah years, and when he retired 
to make way for his successor, it was after 
a campaign in which the Democrats 
hammered on the theme that the country 
had fallen behind in everything from 
missiles to space exploration to education 
to racial progress to economic growth. 
Both Lyndon B. Johnson and Richard M. 
Nixon achieved historic accomplishments 
in their early presidential years, the one 
on the domestic front, the other in 
international affairs. The woes that later 
befell both are too fresh in memory to 
need recapitulation. 
The really interesting thing is that 
Truman, Eisenhower, Johnson and Nixon 
were all either elected or re-elected by 
impressive margins and that, in fact, the 
greater their electoral victories, the more 
precipitious their subsequent fall from 
popularity and effectiveness. 
It is as if events conspire against a man 
after he, as we say, receives a “mandate” 
from the people and that crises he avoided 
or 
surmounted 
before 
suddenly 
accumulate beyond his ability to resolve 
them. 
It is also as if we very quickly weary of 
the man to whom we have given our 
mandate and impatiently speculate about 
a possible successor while the incumbent’s 
body is still flushed with life. 
Since World War II at any rate, it seems 
to be a peculiar perversity of history that 
the more we like a president at the height 
of his career, the happier we are when he 
leaves office.

Nixon's 'enemy' list 


WASHINGTON - The word first 
applied to W atergate was caper — 
something slightly absurd, not very 
important. In retrospect, It may 
have been diliberately intended, as 
used by administration figures, to 
dismiss the whole affair as a trivial 
episode. There are comic overtones 
that also have deeply disturbing 
implications, notably in the White 
House list of enemies 
That Jam es Reston of the New 
York Times should be put down as 
an 
“enem y” 
is 
the 
height 
of 
absurdity, and other instances are 
equally ridiculous. The failure to 
distinguish 
between 
critic 
and 
enemy is a fundamental distortion 
in the outlook of the Nixon White 
House. 
Reston, 
to take 
this example, could 
hardly 
have 
been 
more measured and 
just in his criticism 
of 
th e 
administration. He 
has often seemed to 
bend over backward 
to find the good in 
the actions of the 
President and the 
men around him In 
a position close to 
the center he has 
been subjected to 
good-natured 
ribbing by friendly 
colleagues for his earnest search for 
the silver lining in the Nixon cloud 
One can put too much stress on 
this 
list 
of 
“ enem ies.” 
That 
determined apologist, Charles W. 
Colson, says it was only to sort out 
social 
invitations. 
Obviously, 
no 
“ enemy 
would be invited to dinner 
at the White House to hear Frank 
Sinatra sing. 
But when the list is put alongside 
the domestic intelligence-gathering 
operation 
designed 
to 
include 
breaking and entering, electronic 
surveillance and the other tools of 
secret espionage, it has a different 
look The “ enem ies,” the critics, 
are those that an authoritarian 
regime 
would 
want 
to silence. 


Enem ies like these were suppressed 
by the bumbling colonels in Greece 
who exiled them to barren islands, 
put them in jail or subjected them to 
far harsher treatm ent. 
While that may be so far out as to 
be no analogy, the White House did 
relate the “ enem ies” to punishment 
by government. One instrument was 
to be the internal revenue service 
subverted by White House pressures 
and “ tough guy' adm inistrators to 
produce 
income 
tax 
evidence 
against possible “enem y” evaders. 
That this failed because of the stout 
resistance of an agency that has 
thwarted such pressures in the past 
does not alter the sinister nature of 
the plot. 


As one who was on the list of 
“enem ies,” I have recalled since it 
was put 
in the 
record of the 
W atergate hearings that my own 
income tax returns were audited for 
four successive years with only 
minor consequences. 


I have no reason to believe that 
this was politically inspired The

Jam es Keogh, a form er Time 
Magazine correspondent, devoted a 
book to an attack on press critics of 
the President. He was rewarded by 
being made director of the United 
States Information Agency. 
And the Voice of America, the 
USIA’s

arm , is charged with trying to 
n a r r o w

r epor t ing

W atergate. Keogh s predecessor in 
the 
Nixon 
first 
term , 
Frank 
Shapespeare, was given the chief 
credit for “ selling” the President on 
television in the 1968 campaign. 
Reward 
and 
punishment 
are 
nothing new under the political sun. 
A critical press, often a violently 
critical press, has been a fam iliar 
phenomenon 
from

George Washington 
Profoundly 
disturbing 
in

Nixon administration is the belief 
that the press can be silenced by 
intimidation and threat or bought off 
by governmental rewards. 
If a free and independent press 
can be destroyed — the free and

Street tree ideal 


Street trees: you’d think that any 
kind of tree would do okay. But 
actually, there are many im portant 
requirem ents. 
And, 
though 
the 
formal city street tree m aster plan 
is yet months away, Lompoc has 
already laid the foundation of its 
comm ercial 
street 
tree 
tastes 
through long “ common law ” use 
and convention. 
Here it is, 
in print at last: 
Lompoc’s composite portrait (a 
number painting) of the perfect 
com m ercial street tree: 
1 — Street trees 
shall attain a height 
and trunk diam eter 
specified 
by

A s s o c i a t i o n

N urserym en 
and 
shall 
be 
neither 
“ too 
bushy” 
nor 
“ too leggy.” 
2 — The root system of a street 
tree shall not fan out just under th* 
surface of the ground in order to

Recreation Departm ent. 
Trees which deploy their root 
system s 
close 
to 
the 
ground’s 
surface as their branches develop 
huge canopies that obscure the 
natural walkway will, in very few 
decades, cause hairline cracking 
and warping in the native sheen of 
the sidewalk. These cracks have 
been measured with laser beams 
and series interferom eters. 
Root system s therefore, 
shall 
plunge straight down except that 
they will either avoid or gently 
em brace gas mains, power conduits 
and other indigenous underground 
tendrils. 
3 — Under no circum stances shall 
a street tree produce detachable 
fruits, berries, nuts, blossoms or 
leaves which after their release, 
stain, splatter or deface the pristine 
beauty of the naturally occurring 
road or walkway. Nor will a street 
tree in any other way suggest that 
its existence proceeds in any way 
from any ability to reporduce. 
Those Newtonian trees that do 
develop 
and 
drop 
things 
are 
"m essy,” “ unkempt,” and “ dirty” 
and are stricken from downtown 
city streets as unnatural. 
4 — Street trees installed in front 
of establishm ents giving rise to any 
type of signing shall, to avoid 
eclipsing natural landmarks, curtail 
their leaf production at m oderately 
close ranges to neon or to the 
common or proper nouns or phrases 
which in delicate interdépendance 
comprise the city’s intricate and 
self 
regenerating 
economic 
life 


stream (for example: “ 25 X Blue 
Chip Stam ps,” “ Liquors,” “ Krazy 
Daze Sale.” ) 
Street tree species which do not 
conform to this requirem ent will 
still be accepted if they normally 
achieve a height of 30 leet before 
producing leaves. 
5 — The ideal street tree will 
req u ire 
p ra c tic a lly 
no 
city 
maintenance due to copious periodic 
fertilization with fresh gasoline, 
frequent near filling stations, hot 
solutions of bleach and detergent, 
near laundries, plus the natural 
deposition of cigarett buts, cold 
coffee and used crank case oil. 
These are in addition to the normal 
ambient nutrients ever present in 
the air accumulated in well traveled 
intersections.

Street 
trees, 
moreover, 
should 
be 
as 
inconspicuous 
as 


possible. 
By 
their 
bearing and 
proportion they must be a reminder 
to the person afoot that man indeed 
retains control of the world; that 
splashes of random fertility are well 
contained by geometric order; that 
he or she has nothing to worry 
about. 


It is to this end that on many past 
occassions street trees have been 
severely 
pruned: 
not 
really 
to 
expedite maintenance but to depict 
humility. 


This is also why other street trees 
here have been sculpted in the past 
to resemble basketballs and yo-yos: 
to reaffirm m an’s sacred capacity 
to raise basic questions as to the 
very identity of the plant and of 
Nature, even as he dwells among 
and because of them.

Ado of Watergate 


Sitting with a small group of 
re p o rte rs, 
Y oshizane 
Iw asa, 
influential chairm an of Japan’s big 
Fuji bank, was asked about his 
country’s view of the W atergate 
scandals. He replied: 
“ The Japanese don’t understand 
why all this fuss exists about a little 
bit of eavesdropping. ’ ’ 
His reference, of course, was to 
the 1972 break-in and bugging of the 
D em ocrats’ national 
com m ittee 
headquarters. 
Iwasa said Jap­ 
anese 
newspapers 
c a r r y 
r e g u l a r 
accounts 
of 
the 
W atergate 
affair, 
which 
long 
since 
has fanned out to 
embrace, at least 
by allegation, high 
Nixon officials. But 
he added that his 
people don’t really 
grasp it. 


Still, he indicated that Japanese 
business and political leaders see 
the issue in different light. They 
understand 
that 
it 
may 
have 
weakened the President’s hand with 
Congress, and perhaps reduced his 
ability 
therefore 
to 
deal 
with 
problems of prime interest to them. 
Yet, if Iw asa’s response is any 
cue, Japan’s leadership does not 
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really view W atergate as a serious 
threat to Mr. Nixon and his high 
office. With a shrug suggesting he 
was distinctly unpersuaded, Iwasa 
said: 
“If you Americans say Watergate 
is important, then it is im portant.” 
J a p a n ’s 
e v i d e n t 
r e l a t i v e 
unconcern over W atergate appears 
to contrast strongly with attitudes in 
Europe, 
where 
a 
“ crisis 
of 
confidence” 
in 
the 
American 
government 
is 
said 
to 
be 
a 
consequence of W atergate and a 
cause of the ominous flutterings of 
the U.S. dollar in key markets. 


The plain fact is that Japan 
doesn’t want the United States to be 
in crisis. It still feels an enormous 
dependence upon this country for its 
e c o n o m i c 
w e l l - b e i n g , 
a n d 
expressions of that attitude are just 
as common and candid today as I 
found on a visit to Japan in late 1971. 
Said Iwasa: 


“ We are not a super-power We 
are going to remain third (behind 
the U.S. and R ussia) in economic 
status.”

J a p a n ’s 
catapulting 
growth 
had 
some 
economists 
predicting 
it 
would 
surpass 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
in 
economic strength by the 1980s. One 
or two bold souls even predicted it 
would ultimately surpass America 
and become No 1.

happened. 
Increasingly, the Japanese see their 
future industrial expansion limited 
by world competition for evidently 
dwindling resources, and the need to 
accommodate 
growth 
to 
grave 
environmental consequences. 
Japan not only has its own internal 
inflation problems (especially with 
the booming cost of precious’land >, 
but as an importer of nearly all its 
basic resource needs is at the mercy 
of everybody else’s inflation 
The rocketing cost of U.S. farm 
products, which it uses heavily, hits 
the island nation hard. Right now. as 
I noted 
in a prior report, the 
Japanese are in dread that the 
President 
may 
get 
the 
export 
control powers he seeks and lay 
them 
on 
Japan s 
U.S. 
farm 
purchases particularly They want 
him to get his trade reform bill fast, 
to clear the air, but they fear he 
might make Japan a key target of 
his requested authority to raise 
barriers against imports 
Japanese are happy, not sad. that 
our trade deficit with them may in 
1973 be cut to half its staggering 1972 
total They want us happy 
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
